soaked in cold water, one-half cupfu 
of broken walnut, meats and two tablo- 
spocr.f'als of tarragon vinegar, pour into 
wetted molds and set in a coin iiiace u- 
til firm; turn out carefully when re 
quired to serve, and serve on crisp let- 
tuce loaves.—Good Literature.
